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Scraps and Facts,
—So far as working purposes are
concerned, the fiscal year of the gov-
ernment closed last Saturday, with a
surplus of substantially $87,000,000, one
of the largest net balances ever shown.
In the fiscal year 1902 there was a sur-
plus of $91,287,375, but that was the
largest since 1880, There has been a
tremendous increase in receipts in the
year just closing, while the expendi-
tures have been only about $10,000,000
in excess of the lasy year. The largest
increase in receipts has been from cus-
toms, although internal revenue has
shown a big gain. The receipts from
the different sources this fiscal year
have been as follows, Customs, $333,-
230,126; internal revenue, $270,309,388;
miscellaneous, $61,766,619. There has
been no year in the history of the
country in which the receipts from cus-
toms came within many millions of the
present year. The receipts last year
held the record up to that time, and
this vear's Income from that source Is
about $33,000,000 in excess of last
vear. Internal revenue receipts like-
wise break all records, except during
the Spanish war, when special taxes
were being collected.
— High Point, N. C., special of June
28, to the Charlotte Chronicle: What
is considered to be the largest num-
ber of sults ever instituted against the
Southern Railway company in this
part of the country at one time, have
their beginning in High Point today.
There are 181 cases and the majority
of them are actions to penalize the road
for delays with incident damages.
Col. Wescott Roberson represents the
rallway company and E. D. Steele has
been employed by the Merchants'
Claim assoclation and the North Car-
olina Case Workers' assoclation. The
cases will be heard before Justices of
the Peace A. J. Dodamead and J. M.
Sechrest. Such action is brought em-
bodying a number of cases, by reason
of the fact that changes made by the
last general assembly of North Caro-
lina would preclude such damages at
a period later than the Immediate
docket of the court that Is in action
or pending. This institution of so
many actions has created a marked
sensation and the proceedings will at-
tract wide attention throughout the
entire area.
— George B, Cortelyou, secretary of
the treasury, bids fair to make himself
the most popular head the treasury
has ever had, especially with that class
of Americans who make more or less
frequent trips abroad. There is lots
of red tape in connection with the
customs laws and heretofore all per-
sons returning home from fureign
ports have been subjected to not a
little inconvenience and, not infre-
quently, indignities at the hands of
the New York customs authorities.
Mr. Cortelyou Is preparing regulations
which will have for their purpose the
loosening of the red tape Under the
new secretary’s rules returning tour-
ists will be allowed to bring In articles
of any nature they please without pay-
Ing duty on them, provided their value
does not exceed $100 and are for per-
sonal use. It Is alleged that in times
past it has not been an infrequent oc-
currence for returning Americans 1o
be held up for hours on the steamship
piers and see their baggage roughly
and carelessly overhauled by not too
particular customs officials much to
the damage of the baggage and con-
siderable rufling of the owners’ tem-

per, all of which has served to make]

the customs service and officials very
unpopular with transatlantic travelers.
Mr. Cortelyou aims to make the ser-
vice more popular.

— In a decision rendered last Satur-
day, Judge Pritchard continued the
injunction whereby he restrained the
corporation commission of North
Carolina from putting the state's new
rate law on July 1. The matter had
been under argument for several days
by counsel of the Southern, Atlantie
Coast Line, Seaboard and other rail-
roads. The argument of the railroads
was based principally upon the alle-
gation that the new rate amounts to
a practical confiscation of the property
of the rallroads for the reason that
the rallroads hardly being able to
make both ends meet under existing
rates could operate under the new
rates only at a loss, The counsel for
the corporation commission disputed
the figures submitted by the rallroads,
claiming that the rallroads had plenty
of opportunity for sufficient profit to
pay fair dividends. It was argued that
all the rallroads were overcapitalized,
and that thelr earnings were far out
of proportion to their real cost. It
was claimed also that the rallroads
had no right to ask for rates that
would provide for damage suits as
damage sulits were intended by way of
punishment and should operate us
such, For the state to allow the rail-
roads to collect from the public, mon-
ey with which to pay damage suits
was equivalent to taking away the
punishment feature. Judge Pritchard
appointed a referee to take testimony
in the case.

— The Atlanta Georgian thus sum-
marizes the inaugural speech of Hoke
Smith: Firm and definite as are the
reforms for which he stands, clearand
distinet as are the demands for the
regulation  of corporate wealth, un-
flinching as the call for the establish-
ment of racial superiority and vigor-
ous as the demand for the purity of
elections and the reform of  polities,
they are yet volced in a conservatism
which does not ignore the just claims
of either corporations, races or exist-
ing systems. To suppress lobbying, o
destroy free passes, to put money out
of politics and  chicanery out of
elections, to fix the franchise standard
to the permanent rule of the white
man, to regulate the primaries by law,
to regulate milroads and public ser-
vice companies, to amend the railroad
commissions law and to increase  the
power of the commission, to establish
a legal control of rates of freight and
transportation, to purify educational
boards  of polities, amd te  establish
education upon a sound and lofty ba-
sis, to encouruge agriculture, and to
train the children of Georgia to meet
the responsibilities of life, asking the
help of God in the discharge of his own
solemn, high responsibilities—these
make up In outline the measure of a
noble and statesmanlike Innugural,
whose separute phases we shall later
in detail and in deliberation consider.
— The jury in the case of William G.
Loving, charged with the murder of
Theodore Estes, on jast Saturday, re-
turned a verdict of “nog guilty,” after
remaining out only forty-five minutes.
The verdict is said to have been based
upon “insanity.”  An hour or two af-
ter the publication of the verdiet coun-
sel for Judge Loving gave out the fol-
lowing: “Within half an hour after
the renditlon of the verdict by the jury
and the adjournment of court counsel
for Judge Loving were called on hy
two of the jury whe stated that they
had been appointed @ commitive repre-

senting the entire jury to convey to
Judge Loving and his wife and daugh-
ter the information that while they
believed that Miss Loving's statement
on the witness stand of what she had
told her father was a true account of
what she had communicated to him,
yvet not for a moment did the jury en-
tertaln the opinion that an actual as-
sault had been committed by the de-
ceased upon the young lady, but un
the contrary they were all fully satis-
fied bevond all doubt that no actual
assault had been committed, but that
there had been an attempted assault.
Counsel for Judge Loving upon being
interviewed In this connection sald:
“The concluston of the jury to the ef-
fect that no assault was committed
was absolutely correct.'” The under-
standing is that Miss Elizabeth Loving
has been sent on a visit to relatives in
a distant state, to avoid the unpleasant
notoriety she has acquired at home.
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Jupce Loving was acquitted, as was
foreseen, but there are some victories
as bad as defeat. His daughter is dis-
graced by her own testimony and the
biand of Caln is upon him. We don't
know but what the fate of Estes s
preferable to that of either of the sur-
vivors—Charlotte Observer,

Probably there is not so much ocea-
sion for concern about”™ Loving, his
daughter or Estes, as of the law.
What of the law?

ALMosT every malil brings news of
the increased cost of printing mate-
rial of all kinds, especially paper, and
because it Is so very difficult for the
printers to ralse prices to meet this
Increased cost many of them are be-
ginning to feel the pressure. The
competition is keener among newspa-
per publishers and printers probably
than it is in any other business, and
there is less possibility of combination
even to escape actual destruction. In
the matter of trying to “do it for less”
the average printer Is incorrigible.

J. Calvin Hemphill, editor of the News
and Courier as a candidate for the
United States senate. The matter
comes up In almost every gathering
of which Mr. Hemphill is a member,
and in o good many of which he is
not a member. He likes to joke about
it himself on ocecasion, as in Charles-
ton recently when he told the editors
of the press association that no news-
paper man had any business in poli-
ties unless he be an aspirant for the
United States senate. The remark
was received as a fine, pointed joke
and appreclated as such. At James-
town last Friday, as Mr. Hemphill en-
tered the reviewing stand, somebody
imformed him that the crowd had
taken him for Senator Tillman. The
story Is that he promptly closed one
eye, assumed a pose of stolid, important
indifference and played the part nice-
ly. until it was whispered to him that
Editor Waring, Mayor Rhett and
Speaker Whaley had definitely decided
that he must go to the United States
senate to succeed Senator Latimer and
then he opened the closed eye. As to
whether Mr. Hemphill has any ldea
of running for the United States sen-
ate or not, he is having lots of fun
out of his prospective candidacy.

There are thousands and thousamds
of aeres of lands in this state that are
of but very little value for the reason
that no one can be foumd to cultivate
them, and there is no question of the
facy that in different parts of Europe
there are thousamds of good agricul-
tural families who would be admirably
suited to these lunds if they could only
be comfortably settled thereon.

Among the foreigners who are con-
stuntly  coming to this country, are
many that are undesirable; but the
records as far back as the history of
the country goes show that these un-
desirables are not ineclined among the
agricultural The habits and
characteristics of tillers of the soil are
very much the same the world over,
and everywhere the tillers of the soil
are among the most valuable citizens
of the respective countries to which
they belong.

next day at 10,03. The evening train
on your road not getting to Rock Hul
until ten the last train on our road
has passed north, one about one hour
before. Many of our people will have
to attend court In Yorkville in two
weeks and quite a number would
have attended the monument unveil-
ing recently, and many more want to
attend the Woodmen celebration on
July 4th, had we a convenient sched-
ule. Won't Yorkville co-operate with
us in arranging so we can make the
trip over there and return the same
day? 1 belleve we would all be largely
benefited by this arrangement.

Wil you kindly remind our com-
missioners that Paliles’'s bridge is
gone, having been washed away sev-
eral weeks since, and that we are
sadly in need of a new one. One of
our rural routes is seriously jeopard-
ized by the absence of this bridge.
The route I refer to extends into North
Carolina and when we come to com-
petition with Mecklenburg county in
roatds and bridges we are simply not
in it.

We are having an abundance of
rain and corn ‘s looking well, but
cotton Is small and quite thin on the
land. Wheat and oats were right
good, but not much were harvested.

As to your cotton bank, cotton is
certainly the finest banking material
in existence. Maost of us commence
banking or living on it, before it Is
planted. If it is good to bank on be-
fore being planted it should be better
after. The trouble is the farmer banks
on it too much before it is raised and
the other fellow after.

hunt and sometimes fishing. The lay-
over generally includes about eighteen
hours, and it Is not infrequently that
time hangs heavy. One day recently
this writer was caught at Kingville
for a wait of several hours, and except
for the good fellowship of the train
crew would have had a solitary time of
it. There was no boarding house at
which a breakfast could be had, and an
offer of 50 cents for a cup of coffee was
turned down with Indifference. The
traln crew finally extended an Invita-
tion that included a first-class break-
fast of nicely fried fish caught from
the lagoons in the nearby swamps the
night before, bacon, eggs and other
substantials that would have been very
acceptable even to a man who was not
s0 hungry. But all this Is for the pur-
pose of illustrating the temper of the
train crew. One of the men was re-
turning from a short tour into the
woods, where he had gone for the pur-
pose of getting a shot at something—
he did not care much what—with a
new Winchester rifle that he was anx-
jous to try. As he came Into sight
another member of the party, who had
been engaged in wiping the locomotive,
picked up a bottle that was lying
nearby and holding it out at arm’'s
length bantered the man with the rifle
to shoot. The distance was about for-
ty yards. Almost without a moment's
hesitation the ritleman leveled his
plece, took careful aim and fired. The
bottle was splintered into a score of
pieces and the bottle holder went
about his business rubbing his hand,
where it had been struck by a plece
of glass and laughing as though it
were all & good joke. It is  pretty
rough pranks that these fellows call
fun; but nineteen out of twenty of the
ailroad bovs are generous, open-heart-
ed men, who are glad of the opportu-
nity to do a Kkindness and who would
not be gullty of anything mean or low
under any consideration.

SPECIAL TAX ELECTION.
The election  on the question of
levying a special tax of 3 mills on the
dollar for the support of the Yorkville
Graded school distriet I8 to be held
in Yorkville mnext Iriday afternoon
from 12 o'clock to § o'clock.

Yorkville Graded school distriet in-
cluded the area within a radlus of
one mile from the court house; but

All the gualified voters living within
two and one-half miles of the court
house, who are duly qualified by the
possession of registration certificates

THE NEW LABOR LAW.

The first section of the labor law
passed at the recent session of the gen-
eral assembly as the same applies to
cotton mills went Into effect yesterday.
The act Is as follows:

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the gen-
eral assembly of the state of South
Carolina, That ten hours a day, or 60
hours & week, shall constitute the
hours for workng for all operatives and
employees In cotton and woolen man-
ufacturing establishments engaged in
the manufacture of yarns, cloth, ho-
slery and other products of merchan-
dise, except mechanics, engineers, fire-
men, watchmen, teamsters, yard em-
ployees and clerical force. All con-
tracts for longer hours of work other
than herein provided in said manufac-
turing establishments shall be, and the
same are hereby, declared null and
void; and any person entering Into or
enforeing such contracts shall
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, in
each and every instance, and on con-
viction in a court of competent juris-
diction shall be fined a sum of money
not less than $256 nor more than $100,
or imprisonment not exceeding 30 days:
Provided, That nothing heréin con-
tained shall be construed as forbld-
ding or preventing any such manu-
facturing company from making up
lost time, to the extent of 60 hours per
annum, where such lost time has been
caused by accldent or other unavold-

able cause,

“See. 2. That the hours of labor
shall remain as they now are until
July 1, 1907, when they shall be re-
duced to 62. On the first day of Jan-
uvary, 1908, and from and after that
date, the hours of labor shall not, ex-
ceed 60 hours per week."

DIVIDEND TIME.

The Neely Manufacturing company
declared a dividend of 3} per cent, ag-
gregating $2,100.

The directors of the Tavora mill
have not yet held their meeting. The
mill is understood to be making mon-
ey; but as to whether or not a divi-
dend will be declared at this time re-
malins to be decided.

The First Natlonal bank yesterday
paid a dividend of 3 per cent or $1,600
on Its capital stock.

The Loan and Savings Bank on
yesterday sent out checks to stock-
holders representing a dividend of 3
per cent, and these checks were ac-
companied by a handsomely printed
statement, showing deposits on that
day to be $200,686.30, loans and dis-
ounts $196,868.07, and a surplus of
$23,000, the last item representing the
clear profit of the last three and a
half years after paying out to the
stockholders two semi-annual divi-
dends of 3 per cent each year.

MILLS I8 CONVICTED.

The jury in the case of W. H. Mills,
tried at Gaffney during the latter part
of last week for the murder of Frank
H. Deal at Blacksburg recently, took
the papers at 3.40 Saturday afternoon
and after remalning out thirty min-
utes, returned with a verdict of gullty
with recommendation to the mercy of
the court.

The defense admitted the killing
and In justification set up the allega-
tion that the deceased had betrayed
his family. This was the effect of the
testimony of Mills, He clalmed no
other motive, except that he sought to
make it appear that he had been try-
ing to control himself until his an-
gry passions were re-aroused as the
result of an interview with Deal. Mrs.
Mills did not go on the stand. She
was In town however, having put in
her appearance after the defense had
failed to secure a postponement on the
ground that her presence could not
be had. The prosecution argued that
even If the deceased were gullly of
the offense charged by the defendant,
the fact did not mitigate the grav-
ity of the killing from murder to man-
slaughter, because to have made the
killing manslaughter it should have
been perpetrated by the defendant im-
mediately upon his getting information
of the alleged offense complained of,
The testimony of the defendant repre-
sented him to have been in possession
of knowledge of the alleged offense for
some time before the killing.

Upon the publication of the verdict,
counsel for the defendant gave notice
of a motion for a new trial. The pun-
ishment for murder is death. Where
there is a recommendation to merey
as in the present Instance, the pun-
ishment is life imprisonment,

CAPT. SMITH AT RICHMOND.

The Richmond News-Leader re-
cently published the following from
Capt. J. J. Smith of Clover, In which
this big-hearted old veteran told of
the pleasant time he had at the re-
union:

I would ask a small space in Rich-
mond's most popular city paper to give
you some outlines of my trip through
and about your beloved city, one that
is dear to the old boys in gray, and the
boys of 61 and 65. When I planted my
feet upon the Main street, I recalled
many of the tramps wevhad in the city
which will nevér be forgotten.

1 will now bring up some of the rem-
Inlscences of my visit to the reun-
fon. The warm welcomes that I re-
celved from many dear friends of the
mercantile line and also at Lee Camp,
where I met many warm shakes of
the dear ladies hands, which dealt out
ice cream and cakes which had no end.
One of my comrades asked me If I
was ready to leave the reception room.
1 sald, no; as long as I have a good
time I would not leave until they put
me out. I also visited the reception
at the museum, where I was also
greeted with the same hearty welcome
and It was there I had the pleasure of
meeting the daughters of the two
greatest leaders of the Confederacy,
Jeff Davis and General Lee.

1 visited the Crater and breastworks
around Petersburg. The same old line
of works were still there and the sur-
roundings recalled to memory the
hardships and privations of war which
we had to undergo while there,

1 was strolling up the hill to the
governor's mansion in Richmond and
on my way a beautiful young lady
came darting down her steps and
plucked a flower from her rose bush
and pinned it on the lapel of my coat
and said, “I do love the boys In the
gray.” I returned the compliment by
saying, “I do love the ladies of Rich-
mond—and everywhere else.” 1 then
turned into the walk to the mansion.
So I went to the door and was met by,
as I suppose, the keeper of the man-
slon, a snowy capped old servant in a
long spike talled coat.

!,mym “Can I speak to the govern-
or?”

“Yes, boss, come In;
in now.”

1 was disappointed, for I did want
to give the governor a good, wirm,
rebel shake of the hand from a SouTh
Carolina soldier boy.

1 then took a street car and was
dumped off at Camp Gordon, the ren-
dezvous for the old soldiers, and there
was the free, open, warm hearts of
the people of Richmond bestowing
their love for the Confederate soldler.
No one should ever return to hls home
and say that he was not kindly cared
for. My throbbing heart shall ever
feed my brain and memory of this
best reunion, one that has broken the
record,

May God's richest blessing rest up-
on the people of Richmond and the
city.

If there {s anybody in this section,
who Is laboring under the Impression
that it Is not going to be worth while
to come to Yorkville next Thursday,
July 4, they must not undertake to lay
it against The Enquirer that they were
not told differently In advance, because
we really believe it is golng to be the
most notable July celebration the town
has ever seen,

Mr. J. Q. Wray who has been the
wheel horse of the committee, has been
working with tremendous energy to
stir things up, and with the hearty
eo-operation of Mr. J. C. Wilborn and
J. W. Miller, also of the steering com-
mittee, assisted by the business and
diversion lovers generally, has suc-
ceeded to a remarkable extent.

Almost everybody is interested now,
and they are all working for all they
are worth, each trying to outdo the
other, especlally in the matter of big
trades display, which will probably be
one of the maln features of the oc-

casion,
From what Mr. Wray sald this
morning, Yorkville alone will have

more than thirty floats in the proces-
sion, representing various business
houses, soclal and civic organizations,
and from what The Enquirer has pick-
ed up here and there these floats will
represent labor and expense to the ag-
gregate of hundreds of dollars. Many
of the floats will be designed with es-
pecial cleverness, and the procession

A half dozen or more young men
have been practicing for the tour-
nament every afternoon during the
past two weeks and they promise
to make this event a spectacle
that will be both exciting and in-
teresting, There is to be nothing tame
about it.

Mr. Wray has information that quite

The visitors, of course, are expected
to bring thelr dinners, except in cases
where they are able to make other ar-
rangements, Of course, as s always
the case on such occasions, there will
be no unreasonable limit to the hospi-
tality of the Yorkville people; but it

is not practical to entertaln all the big

crowd that Is expected In private
homes. Shelter will be provided in
case of need, and It Is intended that an
abundance of pure lce water shall be
convenient and free. Also, those who
fall to provide for themselves other-
wise will have no difficulty In getting
refreshments at the hotels, boarding
houses, restaurants and lunch tables,
It I8 going to be a big day. There
are to be lots and lots of people here
from all parts of the county and they
are to see enough, and have enough
innocent pleasure and enjoyment to
make them all glad that they came.

KAINIT IN THE PIEDMONT.

Kainit, one of the most costly and
fmportant ingredients of commercial
fertilizers, very likely exists Iin untold
quantities among the foot hills of the
Pledmont, aeccording to Mr. L. B. Do-
zler, formerly head of the big whole-
sale machinery and plumbing supplies
concern of the L. B. Dozler company
of this city, says the Columbia Rec-
ord,

Mr. Dozler recently went to Gaffney
and Blacksburg, as the result of rep-
resentaticns made to him by Dr. R.
F. Lee and other expert mineralogists
and geologlsts, and what he found by
personal (nvestigation surprised and
gratified him, although he already
knew something In a general way of
the Immense and practically untouch-
m!"mineml resources of the Cherokee

8.

Mr. Dozler is very much pleased
over the prospects, not only for kal-
nit, baukrite, thorlum and other min-
erals, and is satisfled that before many
years some great fortunes are going
to be dug from the Cherokee slopes.
He is still pursuing his investigations,
but Is naturally not very communica-
tive as to his plans or as to the exact
location of the prospects in which he
Is interested.

Mr. Dozier's explorations among ‘he
Cherokee hills were undertaken with
the primary purpose of ascertaining
whether the coal deposits, of which
indications had been found, were suf-
ficiently extensive and of such quality
as would make it commercially prac-
ticably to develop them. He has had
no reason to doubt the existence of
workable coal beds there, he says, and
will continue his prospecting In the
neighborhood.

The immense value that a mine of
good steam coal at Blacksburg would
have may readily be recognized when
it is remembered that Blacksburg I8
in the very heart of the Pledmont tex-
tile district—only a few miles from
€Charlotte, the Lowell of the south,
and Is the junction point of the main
line of the Southern rallway and of
the Southern’'s lilne from Kingville, 8,
C, to Marion, N. C.,,—the old Three
('s—and that, furthermore, the long
transmontane line of the New South
and Western road now bullding, will
also pass Blacksburg,

Practically all the kainit used in
the United States—and vast quanti-
ties are annually put into the ground
straight, to say nothing of the greater
quantities used In factorles—is Im-
ported from Germany, being b t
over by shiploads, loose in the hold.
Probably one-third the sailing vessels
which make the port of Charleston
bring kainit cargoes. The production
of the product in this country is but
as a drop in the bucket. A conslder-
able deposit would therefore be a
source of great riches.

IRON IN YORK.

The address of Hon. Walter Hazard,
orator of the day of the occaslon of
South Carolina day at Jamestown,
consisted malinly of an Industrial re-
view of this state from its earliest
settlement up to the present time.
The address was prepared with great
care and was quite lengthy. To re-
produce it would require considerably
more than a page of The Enquirer,
and It is not practicable to spare the
necessary space; but the following
historical information about early lron
manufacture in this locality is worth

printing again:

“From the time of the first settle-
ment until 1860, the south devoted far
more attention to manufacturing than
is generally supposed. At the begin-
ning of the nineteenth century, justas
the world was entering the age of ma-
chinery, its industrial Interests equal-
led, If they did not exceed, those of
New England. In the southern colo-
nies iron-making became an Iimport-
ant industry even before the beginning
of the eighteenth century. Iron works
were bullt in South Carolina as early
as the year 1773. At the beginning of
the Revolution the state offered liberal
premiums to those who would estab-
lish iron works, and in York and ad-
jolning counties a number of furnaces
and rolling mills and a nail mill were
established. Small quantities of iron
were made in Catalan forges along the
Piledmont slope prior toand during the
Revolutionary war. Such a forge was
operated at the falls of the Reedy riv-
er, In the centre of the city of Green-
ville, on the spot where the Camper-
down cotton mill now stands, and tra-
ditlon says that gun barrels were
forged on the same spot from the iron
there made. During that war "Villlam
Hill, the father of the late Gen. D. H"
Hill, of the Confederate army, operated
a forge and a small blast furnace on
Allison creek,and made iron from the
very pure ores found there. These
works were destroyed by Lord Corn-
wallis on his march to Charlotte, N.
C. A small blast furnace was erected
on King's creek, near Blacksburg, In
1822, and in 1824 Stroup began the
erection of works on Broad river. In
1826 these works were bought and
subsequently operated by the King’s
Mountain Iron company, with $100,000

capital, a portion of which was In-
vested In slaves as operatives and
mechanics. This company In 1872,

erected a blast furnace, which was re-
placed by a larger one In 1837 In
1832 a rolling mill was bullt by E.
Graham & Co., in Union county. In
1830 they cast guns—six and nine
pounders—for the state of South Car-
ollna, quantities of round shot and
also grade and canister. In 1837 the
King's Mountain Iron company built
a second blast furnace, and In the
same year the Magnetic Iron company,
with a ecapital of $250,000, bullt at
Cherokee Ford, on Broad river, near
the present town of Blacksburg, four
furnaces, a rolling mill, nall factory,
ete. This company graded and oper-
ated a tramway five miles long to
transport ores, limestone, charcoal and
supplies.  About 1837 a furnace was
erected by the South Carolina Manu-
facturing company near old Cowpens
battlefleld. This company also built
and operated a mill to roll iron and a
nail factory at Hurricane Shoals, on
Pacolet river, now the site of the Clif-
ton eotton mills, During the civil war
the works spoken of above were oper-
ated to their utmost capacity, casting
blasts, shot and shell. At the close
of the war the emancipation of the
slaves and the depreclation In value
of Confederate securities, in which
they had largely invested, bankrupted
all the companies. The supply of char-
coal was exhausted and the business
was abandoned.

Lincolnton speclal of June 29, to the
Chariotte Observer: The Carolina and
North-Western  northbound freight
train No. 60 was wrecked two miles
north of here this afternoon at three
o'clock, The train consisted of ten
cars and In rounding a sharp curve
five of them were deralled and the
track was badly torn up. The only
cause that is assigned for the wreck
Is that the train was running too fast
around the sharp bend. No one was
hurt. Two wrecking forces were set
to work getting the wreck cleared up
and by midnight tonight the track
was cleared enough to let the south-
bound passenger train and an excur-
slon from Edgemont, above Lenoir,
to Chester, pass. It was at first
thought that the passenger train
would be detoured by Statesville and
Charlotte, but the wrecking forces
made good progress and the train was
held.
